IS VERY COMMON 


Stock Foods of Common Salt and 
Sulfate of Sodium Given in Large 


Amounts Poisoning 


EXPERIMENTS TEST EFFECTS 


Facts Obtained Suggest Possibility 


of Impurities in Salt as Being 


Responsible for Poisoning

(Purdue Agricultural Exp- Station) 


Salt, poisoning is considered to be 


:i very common cause of poisoning in 
liogs. In most «ases the circumstan- 
tial evidence seemed .to -furnish con- 
clusive proof that the annuals had 
obtained an excessive amount of salt 
(hat caused a great mortality in the 
herd. 


Stock foods that are principally a 


mixture of common salt and snlfate 
of sodium, when mixed with the feed 
or given in large amounts to hogs 
that huve not had free access to 
salt, has resulted in so-called salt 
poisoning. 


In many cases this occured im- 


mediately after the hogs were vac- 
cinated. Any change of ration im- 
mediately after hogs are vaccinated 
is a very bad practice and should 
be avoided, as such a change may 
irritate the stomach and intestines, 
weaken the-hog..i.iud make it imposs-

to buy them. 


One group of rattle in the feeding 


experiment is getting- corn, 
clover 


hay and silage. Another lot receives 
cottonseed meal along1 with the fore- 
g-oingg; .ration; another group is fed 
soybean oi'lmeal; another whole soy- 
beans and still another lot gets whole 
soybeans and a. mineral 
mixture. 


This last .lot will be especial interest 
in view of fhe exceedingly favorable 
results obtained from the. use of 
soybeans and minerals TH-fattening 
hogs. 


There are 70 head of steers, di- 


vided into seven lots of ten each, 
and at the time of fhe meeting- will 
have been on feed 150 days. They 
will be finished and will 
be 
sold 


shortly after the meeting. The vis- 
itors will inspect these animals per- 
sonally after studying the different 
rations, and they can study the re- 
sults shown in the condition of the 
steer.s of Hie effect of the various 
feed combinations.

Station made the following expert 
merits to test out the effect of com- 
mon salt when given to feeding1 pig* 
in excessive amounts: All pigs ufeed* 
were, cholera immune. . Water and 
feed were, withheld; front- 3ft- pigs, 
averaging 100 pounds in weight, for 
24 hours. They were then given ae- 
'cess to two self-feeders,, one, •con- 
taining salt and the other shelled 
corn, and, as the hogs, had- eatea- 
thejr flllj water was kept before them 
continually for the remainder of the 
experiment. After the pigs had been; 
oh this ration for 90 hours, it wa$, 
found that the 30 pigs had consum- 
ed only four pounds of salt,, or .a 
little over two ounces of salt per pig: 
The same results were obtained with 
another lot of 30 pigs.. 


Another experiment was rim to 


make the pigs eat more salt. 
Sis 


pigs were used in this experiment 
and two ounces of salt were given 
twice daily in shorts. By this met- 
hod in five days'the pigs had con- 
sumed an average of 10 ounces of 
salt per 'head, and on the sixth day 
refused to touch the salty mixture. 
Corn and tankage were placed before 
them which they ate very readily. 


The results of the above'experi- 


ments may he summarized as fol- 
lows: hogs allowed free access to 
salt do not eat a large quantity and 
suffer no effect, although the stom- 
ach and intestines may contain very 
little feed material; hogs forced to 
eat salt with the feed finally refuse 
to eat the suited feed. 


Field observations support these 


results. Salt is universally fed to 
hogs, and a hog weighing 100 pounds' 
frequently receives cathartic doses 
of Glauber's and Epsom salts, or a 
larger quanity than it would eat in 
any one- day. These facts suggest 
the possibility of impjjrities of pois- 
onous substances in the salt as be- 
in<; responsible for "salt poisoning" 
in fogs.

ginal farm-to-farm survey -of more 
than half of the'infested area yet 
unsurveyed, according to estimates 
made by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, which are based 
on survey costs in 1022. In the 10 
Eastern States of the barberry erad- 
ication area, these costs averaged 
approximately $2.28 sv, square mile, 
varying from $1.07 to $3.18.

figure includes overhead within the 
States but does not imJlnde jjeneral 
overhead for administration. It also 
does not allow for a resurvey for 
sprouts and seedlings on all the area

The farm-to-fartn survey is prac- 


tically completed in • Colorado, Mon- 
tana, and Wyoming. There remain to 
be covered in a similar survey in the

In the 5 re- 
maining States' west of *he Missis- 
sippi River, there is a total of about 
123,000 square miles •w'hic'li should 
be surveyed, distributed tis follows:
